Report on How to 
Lose a Week-end; 
Note to Laneburg 


Everyone who fishes has some 


time or other had a lost week-end 
such as the one I am about to 
, describe. 
* Gene Allen of The Star staff 


and your editor left Hope with 
the editor's boat at noon last 
Saturday on what was to have 
been a double-barreled outing. 
We were to try the fishing on 
Greer's Ferry, Heber Springs, 
and then join a party of 
newspaper 
and 
television 


staffers on a federally-invited 
tour of Blanchard 
Springs 


Caverns, which will be opened to 
the public next year. 


We got to Heber Springs all 


right, taking Interstate 30 and 40 
to Conway, then State 25 through 
Quitman to Heber. We had one 
bit of luck, fine accomodations at 
the new Colonial Inn and 
Restaurant, which is on the east 
side of State 25 after you have 
gone through Heber Springs and 
just before you reach the dam. 
And on the west side of the high- 
way is the elaborate Dam Site 
Marina where we rented a slip 
for the boat. 


The boat needed a battery 


charge; we had brought along 
my charger, and after making 
the hookup Gene and I went to 
the inn for a good dinner and a 
night's sleep. If we had known 
what was going to happen 
Sunday it would have interfered 
with our sleep. 


Sunday morning we switched 


on the engine—and in the next 
three hours never got farther 
away from the dock than a 
couple of hundred yards. The 
engine would fire, but choked 
and stalled every time we went 
into gear. We knew what the 
trouble was: Cool, damp weather 
was gumming up the jets on the 
carburetors. We were prepared 
for that too, and put two cans of 
"Expel It" In the majji tank-ran, 
action calculated to cause the 
engine to blast off and make 
tracks. 
But 
we 
got 
no 


cooperation, at least for a couple 
of hours. 


Finally the engine accepted a 


load in reverse gear—but we 
backed away from the dock only 
to find the forward gear wasn't 
working. That was the end. It 
was a repeat performance of the 
time the late Carter Johnson and 
I spent all night on the Narrows 
in 1964. That started with a faulty 
electric shift also. Later on I 
learned how to dismantle the 
shift box and wire around it, 
leaving the boat permanently in 
forward gear—but in Heber 
Springs Sunday morning we 
were running out of time, being 
due at Blanchard Springs in two 
hours for the 1:15 cavern tour. 


So we loaded the boat back on 


the trailer and took off-squarely 
in the face of a mountain squall. 
It rained all the rest of Sunday, 
all the way to Blanchard and 
back through Conway to south of 
Little Rock. And we missed the 
cavern show—because we were 
on the right road but drove 15 
miles in the wrong direction and 
had to double back. We got some 
surface pictures on the federal 
reservation but nothing on the 
cavern interior. 


When we turned off Interstate 


30 at Prescott, Gene, who was 
driving, detected an odd noise in 
the trailer hitch and pulled into a 
service station for a checkup. 
The king bolt which holds the 
hitch together had snapped. The 
trailer was still attached to the 
car but could jump loose on a 
sudden stop. So we telephoned 
Ellis Stewart, good friend who is 
an electrical contractor, and left 
the boat and trailer at his 
house—while he is waiting for a 
replacement hitch. 


A lost week-end—but as is the

Edgar Hoover, embodiment of 
the FBI and focus of law en-

century, is dead. 


The 77-year-old director of 


the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation died of natural causes in 
his home Monday night, the 
Justice Department announced. 


President Nixon, upon hear- 


ing of Hoover's death, called 
him a "truly remarkable man 
who served the country for 48 
years under eight presidents 
with unparalleled devotion to 
duty and dedication."

despite efforts by critics in re- 
cent years to have him retired.

half of 1971, according to new 
government statistics. 


Officials speculate privately 


that the trend may be due to 
some state cutbacks in pay- 
ments and eligibility to plug the 
dollar drain on their treasuries. 


The Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare says the 
cost of all public assistance, in- 
cluding Medicaid and cash pay- 
ments, rose 23 per cent to a 
new high of $17 7 billion last 
year. 


A further breakdown not in 


the report indicates, however, 
that the first half-year increase 
of 26.9 per cent slowed to 19.5 
per cent during the second half.

iff's deputies on charges of 
murder, four Memphis police- 
men on charges of assault with 
intent to murder and one Mem- 


phis police inspector on charges 
of neglect of duty.

tricity and woodwork. 


"We made settlement and 


came directly to the house .... 
The basement had not been ce- 
mented and plastered. The 
real-estate man was notified, 
but he said there was nothing 
he could do. 


"I approached FHA and the 


mortgage company. Each said 
it was now my responsibility, 
even though FHA had 'ap- 
proved' the house. No sooner 
had we moved in than the de- 
partment of licenses and in- 
spections came to our house 
and listed the existing building- 
code violations.

U.S. Information Agency has 
survived a Senate committee's

The 57-15 vote Monday to re- 


store the money to the USIA 
budget ended lengthy debate on 
the propriety of the agency's 
propaganda role. 


As that fight ended, the stage 


was set for another long debate 
on whether Congress should cut 
off funds for the Indochina war. 


Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., 


offered 
an amendment 
late 


Monday to kill a provision de- 
nying money for U.S. military 
operations in Indochina after 
Dec. 31. 


By restoring $45 million to 


the USIA authorization bill, the 
Senate overturned cuts made 
by the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee and pushed the spending 
ceiling up to $200 million for 
the three propaganda activities. 


"As our opposition steps up 


its efforts to influence the 


world, the need for an effective 
information program 
on our 


part is infinitely greater," said 
Sen. John Tower, R-Tex. 


That was the essence of the 


speeches of several senators in 
favor of the amendment offered 


by Sen. Gale McGee, D-Wyo., 
to restore the money. 


Opponents argued that the 


cut was a test of principle be- 
cause President Nixon had or- 
dered the USIA, on grounds of 
executive privilege, to withhold

and can be inherited. The 
d i f f i c u 11 y is in the iron 
hemoglobin chemical in the 
red blood cells which carry 
oxygen. Complex chemical 
compounds such as hemo- 
globin have a structure or 
form. In sickle-cell anemia, 
a minor v a r i a t i o n in this 
chemical compound causes 
it to change its form and dis- 
storts the shape of the blood 
cell to a sickle shape, hence 
the name sickle-cell anemia. 


The deformed red blood 


cell is not a b l e to p a s s 
through the tiny blood ves- 
sels in the body. W h e n 
many of these 
deformed 


cells stick in the blood ves- 
sels in an area, they inter- 
fere with normal circulation 
in that region and may cause 
tissue death. This often oc- 
curs in the spleen, causing

blood cells. There is still 
work to be done on this and 
it is still in a study phase by 
a team of investigators. 


Of course, if a black de- 


sired, it would be wise to 
have genetic counseling be- 
fore marriage to be certain 
that the two marriage part- 
ners didn't both have the 
trait and thus transmit seri- 
ous problems to their chil- 
dren. Ideally, to prevent this 
p r o b l e m , individuals with 
the trait should marry some- 
one who does not have the 
trait.

thing warms up in May, they 
say, but not in the stock mar- 
ket. A look at some of the per- 
formance figures for this fifth 
month is chilling.

blossom in spring, and that is 
one major reason why some 
otherwise 
bullish 
forecasters 


tend to be a bit cautious in 
what they say right now. 


There is a name for what

months, the May^June selloff. 
In every year but one since 
195,'t the Dow Jones industrial 
average has reached a lower 
figure some time in June than 
if attained in May.
